losses. 
And 
farmers

Nebraska have lost

crops as have K ansas farmers. 
M edina C ounty's total will reach 
approxim ately 80 percent 
of last 
year’s dollar value, and this with 
some 14,000 acres below last year's 
total planting. 
“W e 
had 
som e 
70.000 
acres 
planted 
last year," 
said 
County 
Agent Glenn Bragg, “ and produced 
right around an $8,000,000 grain 
crop.” 
Some U nfortunate 
But

of

Countv have been lucky. An area 
around 
Yancey 
westward 
toward 
D 'H anis 
and 
eastw ard 
toward 
D evine failed to receive the rains 
other parts of the county received 


and this resulted in som e 5,000 acres 
not being planted in that area. 
Bragg says the rem aining 9,000 
acre difference from last year's total 
has been planted in sm all grain, the 
yield of which will be light. 
“ A ctually,” 
Bragg 
said, 
“ the 
county is hitting about an average of 
past yields per acre with the 2400 
pounds per acre we feel 
it 
will 
average this year. 
“This would mean that the 56,000 
acres in cultivation will probably 
yield 
an 
estim ated 
134.400,000 
pounds of grain. 
“ Last week's price quote stood at 
$5.20 
cwt 
(per 
hundred 
w eight) 
compared to the $4.20 cwt at the 
beginning of the season. So let s say 
the average price has been $4.70 c w t; 
this would mean this year's crop 
should total about 
$6,318,800, or 
abour 80 percent of last year’s .” 
Bragg explained. 
Asked about the corn crop, Bragg 
said: “ I don't have any idea on the 
yield of dryland corn and no irrigated 
corn has keen harvested as of last 


week. But it all looks good. It s also 
difficult to gel a price quote on corn 
until the harvest starts. 
Truck Crops 
A pproxim ately 2.500 acres have 
been planted in truck crops such as 
carrots, 
cabbage, 
peppers 
and 
potatoes, 
and 
Bragg 
said 
that 
“overall they appear to be doing 
reasonable well in yields and prices 
Over in Devine and Natalia area 
som e 2,800 acres of peanuts were 
planted and 
are being harvested 
now. Bragg said yields have been 
high, quality exceptional^ good and 
prices good. 
On the subject of irrigation, the 
County Agent said that the number 
of irrigation wells put into operation 
the past year did not reach the 
average annual increase enjoyed bv 
the county over the past 
several 
years. 
“ Under the Edw ards,” he said "we 
have approxim ately 20,000 acres in 
irrigation, with a majority of it being 
planted to corn. We have about 
15,000 acres

few acres of broom corn planted in 
the Yancey area m ainly because of 
not being able to plant other crops 
due to no rains.

And, like at home. the 
young ones in the Soviet 
Union can win your heart 
with a smile, a stare, a 
squint or a sideward glance. 
T h a t’s what Patricia and 
I 
discovered 
as 
we 
attem pted to picture the 
children here. Sure, these 
will 
be 
the 
leaders 
of 
tomorrow. Will they want 
to be at peace with the 
world? Or will they still, 
that far in the future, want 
to conquer the world or 
“bury us 
as one of their 
past 
leaders 
threatened? 
The answer lies in their 
environment, in their teach­ 
ings. We can only 
hope 
both will be toward peace. 
B ut 
today 
they 
are 
children, 
loveable, 
hugg­ 
able children just like the 
ones you see down 
the 
block or in your own homes. 
Their lives, like those of 
their parents, are controlled 
bv the state. I t’s sort of a 
cradle 
to 
the 
grave 
arrangement. 
Begins At Three 
Kindergarten begins at 
three and lasts through six. 
These are their national day 
care 
centers 
since 
all 
women 
work, 
in 
fact 
everyone has to hold down 
a 
meaningful 
job, 
and 
parents pay according to 
their salaries. 
In 
Moscow, like other 
large cities, people live in 
apartm ents, 
one 
huge 
complex after another. And 
in these complexes there 
are 
kindergartens, 
ade­ 
quately staffed with trained 
personnel. Here the young­ 
sters receive three meals 
per day, play games and 
learn many things. (Our 
guide Lydia described the 
day her six year old son 
learned to set a table, wash 
the dishes and help prepare 
a meal. Like all boys, she 
said he was not too happy 
with the idea of wearing an 
apron but did it.) 
The state teaches 
the 
children there is no God. 
But according to Lydia the 
parents at home have the 
right to teach their religion. 
We asked if she and her 
husband taught their son 
about God and her answer 
was “ no.” There are some 
churches in Moscow and 
other cities, however, some 
Baptists, Catholic, etc. 
In connection with reli­ 
gious teachings, Lydia says 
the state cannot interfere 


with parents teaching their 
children 
religion 
unless 
there is evidence a child is 
being 
abused 
in 
the 
process. Then the state can 
intervene. 
Most children remain in the 
kindergarten for the day 
and go home at night, but 
there are others, mostly the 
children of unwed mothers, 
who stay for the entire 
week. 
Again according to our 
guide Lydia, most unwed 
mothers, and she says there 
are quite a few the same as 
in the United States, keep 
their children and when the 
birth certificate is made out 
she m ust give the child a 
name — just any name she 
choses. 
Are Adopted 
Children are adopted in 
the Soviet Union and the 
homes 
receive 
careful 
inspection. 
The 
unwed 
mother 
who 
wishes 
her 
child adopted must sign a 
paper saying she will never 
try to get the child back. A 
child is never adopted in 
the town where it. was born. 
It m ust be adopted in some 
other 
city. 
There 
are 
divorces, but Lydia says 
they are diffic ult to obtain 
especially 
if 
there 
are 
children. A divorced father 
must pay child support 


Schooling is from seven 
through 17 with the first 
three years called primary, 
the remaining years second­ 
ary. 
All 
school 
throughout 
the Soviet Union have the 
same1 curriculum set down 
by the state*, and the local 
a d m in is tr a to r 
c a n n o t 
change it. This way, they 
say. 
every 
student 
is 
exposed to the same t bing 
and has the same opportun­ 
ity when he goes to higher 
learning. 
lf a student really excells 
in any subject, outstand­ 
ingly sm art, in other words, 
he gets special classes and 
can even go to a university 
without taking the exams. 
And when he goes (this 
'includes the girls also) he 
receives a higher scholar­ 
ship of about IOO rufiles per 
month, about $135 accord­ 
ing to the rate of exchange 
set down when we were 
there.

scholarship. If they live in 
Moscow 
and 
attend

University of Moscow (this 
holds true in other cities

given 90 rubles per month 
($120) and live on campus. 
Dormatories cost students 
two rubles and 50 kopeks 
per month ($3.50). 
School Is Similar 
In 
the public schools, 
students

about like in the U. S. nine 
to IO months each year. 
Summers are filled from 7 
to 15 with activities of the 
Pioneer Groups. These are 
groups sponsored by the 
various trade unions and 
the 
youngsters 
usually 
attend camp, for most of 
t bt* summer, outside the 
cities. 
Here 
they 
have 
recreation, take excursions, 
learnvarious things such as 
art. 
drama. 
swimming, 
hiking and are given more 
state teachings. 
However, not all children 
belong to Pioneer groups. 
Lydia s seven year old son 
was spending the summer 
with his grandparents who 
live outside Moscow. 
The Soviet Union has an 
elaborate vocational school 
set up and at certain ages if 
t he students show they are 
more oriented 
toward 
a 
vocational 
career 
they 
transfer to these schools. In 
the Industrial and Agricul­ 
ture Achievements Exhibi­ 
tion out side Moscow they 
have 
an 
entire 
building 
devoted to items produced 
by vocational school s tu ­ 
dents. 
We visited this building 
and 
saw 
models. 
all 
working, 
of 
draglines, 
combines, hovercrafts, en­ 
gines. robots, and many 
displays of arts and crafts 
such as paintings, 
wood 
carving, dressmaking and 
many others. 
Exceptions Granted 
When a student grad­ 
uates from the University 
I he state assigns him or her 
to any location it wants to 
for three years. This is 
payment 
for 
the 
free 
education. 
Our 
guides 
explained 
this 
is 
done 
because 
many 
students 
would remain in the larger 
cities and the small isolated 
villages dotting the vast 
territory 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union would not have their 
share of skilled personnel. 
it a student is ilia cried he 
or she does not. have to 
leave 
their 
hometown 
if 
they do not wish to do so. 
One of our guides to the 
exhibition was trained to be 
a 
teacher, 
but 
being 
married got to remain in 
Moscow and was assigned 
to Intourist as a guide in 
he English and American 
department. She had stud 
led Western Literature and 
spoke English very well,

said 
there 
was 
no 
opening in her specialty in 


Moscow. 
This is the story of the 
children. The young ones

Collective farms usually 
are

help him run the farm. 
But on these farms, the 
Kremlin has allowed a bit of 
capitalism to creep in.
